Why Trolley Car Operators Have 


Optical Troul>le. 


A telegram states that -a New York 


physician who h.s an extensive practice 
among street car employe noticed six 
months ago that quite * -miinber of h.s 
patients were suffering from a violent 
inflammation of the eyes. Theeymptoms 
were, first, a swelling of the eye lids, fol- 
lowed by partial blindness. There were 
BO many ease of this nature that the 
doctor made a special investigation. He 
discovered that the trouble began with 
the brass hand rails on the platforms of 
the cars. Conductors are forced to get 
on and off of their cars many times 
daily 
In windy weather conductors are 


more or less in the habit of brushing 
their eyes. Such of them as wear gloves 


U9ed the kind without finger ends. 
At 


a meeting of the New York Medical So- 
ciety the doctor incidentally mentioned 
the matter, and was surprised to learn 
from his associates how general this af- 
fliction of the eyes was among conduc- 
tors over the city. Many of the physi- 
cians admitted that the trouble had 
caused them much perplexity. 


In Decatur the trolley car men do not 


have braes hand rails to affect then- 
eyes, but they have the power crank 
always in hand and that could give 
them trouble, if it has not already done

and cruised around for fully three 
hours in tho ice, but were unable to 
find any trace of the three unfortu- 
nates. 
Being hemmed in with shore ice and 


with floes blowing in from the lake, 
the Clevelander had great difficulty in 
extricating herself. 
It ib reported 


that a tug was crushed in the ice, and 
that the three men seen on the ice 
were the only survivors, themselves 
being lost later. 
bearching parties armed with torches, 


are exploring the shore ice as well as 
they can for some traces ol the bodiet 
of the men or traces of the wreck. 
There is little or no doubt that the 
three men are lost.

Into Another State and Avoid Pay- 


ment of Alimony. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 14.—A que-stion ol 


interstate comity under the provisions 
of article 4 of tne constitution of the 
United States was, decided in the f.u- 
prcme court of the United States yes- 
terday. 


Ella L. lligney obtained a divorce in 


New Jersey from Thomas C. lligney 
b3- a decree obtained under a supple- 
mental complaint, which gave her ali- 
mony in the sum of 84.-) a week. Sub- 
sequently Rigney moved to New York 
mid married again having paid no part 
of the costs or alimony. 


Mrs. Rigney afterward sued the de- 


linquent husband in New York to re- 
cover the amount due. Rigney con- 
tested the suit on tho ground that 
service upon him under the supple- 
mented bill was had without the state 
of New Jersey, and that, therefore, 
the courts of that state had no per- 
sonal jurisdiction over him. This con- 
tention was affirmed by the highest 
court of the state of New York. 


Mrs. Rigney brought the case to the 


supreme court of the United States 
and Mr. Justice Shiras stated that Rig- 
ney could not avail himself of the de- 
cree of the New Jersey court so as to 
marry again and repudiate the finan- 
cial obligations it entailed upon him. 
The judgment of the New York court 
was reversed.

tile would come to the Surface w Ith its 
prey in order to make a meiil, as they 
are unable to feed under wnter.

Last 
night the damage was 
estimated at 


over 82,009. The insurance is 81500. 


During the fire Bob Poster, one of the 


firemen, got into the thickest of the 
Btnoka, and came to a step-off, falling 
about 15 feet. He was seriously in- 
jured, one ear being partly cut away. 
He was taken to Dr. Chenoweth who 
dressed tho bruises and cuts. Bob will 
be all right in a few days. 


Illinois Central in Good Shape. 
The net receipts from traffic of the 


Illinois Central railroad for the six 
months from July to December 31 were 
$2,^67,550, an increase of 81,187,441 over 
the corresponding period of the previous 
fiscal year. In the statement of Presi- 
dent Fish to the stockholders Mr. Fish 
says: "Even if our confident expectation 
of increased earnings during the remain- 
der of the year should fail, we already 
have from traffic a sufficient gain to pay 
more than twice oser the 5 per cent div- 
idend on the $10,000,000 of fresh capital 
recently authorized. The interest on 
the funded debt has been reduced by 
the extension at 4 per cent of the $2,500,- 
000 of 6 per cent bonds which matured 
April 1,1895, and by the usual payment 
of $50,000 of 5 per cent bonds through 
the sinking fund. On the other hand 
we have collected in cash some $800,000 
of interest, which has been accumulat- 
ing for eight years on the Cedar Falls 
and Minnesota bonds. In anticipation 
of the maturity of the 87,000,000 loan 
contracted in 18.15, have already paid 
$2,000,000, leaving outstanding $5,000,- 
000. against which we hold some 87,250,- 
000 of first mortgage bonds, yielding an 
income of over 84 0,000 per annum."

NCTHtNC! DONE. 


The first case on the call of the com 


mon law docket was the damage suit of 
Edna Lindsay against the City ot Deca 
tur, which has been on the dockets for 
several years. Attorney David Hutchi 
son appeared for the plaintiff and City 
Attorney Lee for the city. The former 
said he was ready and anxious for trial 
Mr. Lee stated that at a previous term 
of court a demurrer had been tiled upon 
which no answer had been made, and 
that therefore the issues were 
not 


joined, Judge Vail said tUat he was not 
in favor, ordinarily, of holding attorneys 
down to the strict rule of law, but thai 
there was a probability that in a nutn 
berofcasas he would make an order 
showing the cases dismissed for want of 
prosecution. The failure to join Issues 
was as much a cause to dismiss as a 
failure to prosecute. 


Another old case called was that 


of Almena Archer against Henry L. 
Archer. Some years ago plaintiff ob 
tained a decree of divorce against de 
fendant with an allowance of (40 a 
month alimony. Archer subsequently 
married again and Attorney I. R. Mills 
submitted affidavits showing that he 
had not paid any alimony for over seven 
years and asked for an order of the court 
to compel Archer to appear and show 
cause why he should not be committed 
for contempt. The claim was made 
that he WBP running a dray line, which 
was a prosperous business, in his present 
wife's name and fraudulently evading 
the payment of the alimony. Attorney 
Uutchinson, for Archer, presented a 
counter affidavit setting forth that tbo 
business was owned and conducted by 
Mrs. Archer, that Archer himself had a 
bard struggle to suppoit his family and 
was not able to pay the alimony. 


Judge Vail did not ontor a formal 


order in the case but expressed the 
opinion that Archer could not bo com- 
mitted for contempt as that would be 
contrary to the principle of law that a 
man cannot be imprisoned for debt. The 
judgment was a money judgment. 
It 


was over seven years old and nothing 
had been paid for over sevun year*, so it 
would bo nullified by tbo statute of 
limitation. If the court hnu° ordered 
Archer to perform certain acts or pur 
sue a certain line of eooduct his failure 
so-to do would bring him in contempt 
and an attachment might issue. 
The 


judge expressed the opinion that the 
only remedy for complaint was to revive 
the judgment and bring suit on a 
creditor's bill and thus the case stands.
